SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The letter and price lists entitled International Mailing Services, also known as 
International Mailing Services Information Sheet set 4 XA4 pages, are classified as: 
Objectionable. 

The publication consists of a two page typed letter, on letterhead entitled International 
Mailing Services, and three pages of typed price lists. The material is printed on three 
sheets of paper and is stapled together. The letter provides personal sexual 
information about the author as well as information about the magazine “Swingers 
Delight” and the services available to subscribers. The price lists provide details of a 
variety of services and products of a sexual nature. 

The publication promotes and supports the use of urine in association with degrading 
conduct and sexual conduct, deeming the publication objectionable. The letter makes 
a direct reference to the pleasure a female gets from urinating over a male. This 
reference occurs in the context of a paragraph about the female’s sexual behaviour. 
The use of urine is also referred to in the accompanying price lists. The fact that the 
price lists refer to urine is supported by the defence counsel’s written submission. 

The publication has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) because it is a deeming provision 
which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set 
out in si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
